but did perk up somewhat in the 
second half. The win gave the 
Vols the senes as they had earl¬ 
ier defeated F-H at Henderson by 
a 64-52 margin. 

Two of Coach Burdette's fresh¬ 
men led the Vol scoring. Gerald 
Tabor of Marion, Kentucky, played 
one of his better games and w'as 
top scorer wifh 16 points.
